Work of a Kfimirkiible Machine Wheel. 


The machinery of the Trcadwell mill, 


Alaska, the largest quartz mill in the 
world, with i;40 stamps, ninety-six concen- 
trators, twelve ore crushers, etc., requires 
about 500 horse power, and is driven by a 
single wheel seven feet in diameter. This 
operates under ahead of 490 cubic feet, 
making 235 revolutions and using 600 cubic 
feet of water per minute. The water is 
discharged through a nozzle 3.31 inches in 
iiameter, the wheel being capable of work- 
.ng up to 735 horse power with a nozzle of 
four inches. 
The wheel weighs but 800 


pounds, and the whole equipment, embrac- 
ing shafts, boxes, driving pulleys, etc., only 
about 4,000 pounds, whereas a steam ma- 
chinery plant for the same purpose would 
weigh not less than 200 tons, and the ex- 
pense of running would be enormously 
greater—New York Telegram. 


The best procedure is to destroy the pulp, 


remove it and f i l l Ihe root canal. This, of 
course, forces the patient to a dentist, and 
Krc.'tt care should !w t;uce.u klichoos^iftkiik 
dentistry more often bungled than this ap- 
parently simple killing of a pulp and sub- 
si'<|uent lilling of the roots and crown. If, 
however, thu pain is excessive and occurs 
at night, or when n dentist is not readily 
accessible, a drop of any essential oil on a 
pledget of cotton placed in tlie cavity will 
give temporary relief. 


Use oil of cloves, peppermint, sassafras, 


camphor, turpentine, but do not use creo- 
sote or carbolic ncid. Either of these lat- 
ter may bo employed by the dentist, but iu 
the hands of a patient the usual result ia 
t hat. nn excess is placed on the cotton and 
thu sums are more or less badly burned. 
The least part of a drop is all sufficient.

j Kind of toothache is the only sort that can 
| be relieved by "toothache drops" or other 


medicament to be applied in the cavity of 
decay. 


THE WORST KIXD. 


Next we have wluit the dentist knows as 


periceineutitis. This is an inflammation 
of the pcricementum, which is the soft tis- 
sue that surrounds the root. It may oc- 
cur in a tooth whieh lias a cavity or iu one 
which has been filled, but in any case it 
never occurs in a tooth having a pulp that 
is alive. Fvriceuiuiitil.iH U t.lia <i»..iiut'M 
uete noire, because it so frequently is diffi- 
cult to control. The tooth is sore to the 
touch, is felt first on closing the teeth to- 
gether, that is, it has elongated by rising 
from its socket, and the pain is a dull ache 
more or less severe, worse at night uud con- 
tinuous. 


If the tooth has been filled the chances 


are that the root has not been thoroughly 
cleansed of septic matter. 
In this cose 


immediate relief may sometimes be ob- 
tained by removal of the filling, allowing 
the escape of gases from the root. If it is 
an unfilled tooth then there is dead pulp 
present which must be removed. In near- 
ly all such cases appropriate treatment will 
nave the tooth aud restore it to normal 
health. 


This us»r.<jy necessitates several treat- 


ments with disinfectants and the pain may 
continue for several days. If a dentist is 
not accessible apply iodine to the gum over 
the root, take twenty grains of bromide ol 
potassium, or ten grains each of bromide 
of potassium and of bromide of sodium; a 
hot mustard footbath frequently does good, 
but everything is temporary except thor- 
ough cleansing and medication of the root. 


If this condition is neglected, or if a dead 


pulp is left in a tooth for any length of 
time, the inevitable result is alveolar ab- 
scess. 
This disturbance varies from a 


small opening in the gum through which 
a constant discharge of pus goes on, with- 
out pain, to a sudden swelling about the 
root which must be finally lanced to evac- 
uate a quantity of pus. The pain may be 
excessive. There may be an anchylosis of 
the jaw, and iu the lower jaw the pus some- 
times burrows downward, discharging out- 
side under the jaw bone. In alveolar ab- 
scess it is frequently good practice to ex- 
tract. 


Too many such teeth are kept in the 


mouth, the patients constantly swallow- 
ing pus with their food, producing blood 
poisoning and a condition sometimes mis- 
taken for malaria. Occasionally, however, 
a radical cure may be effected by a skillful 
dental surgeon. The treatment consists 
of thoroughly disinfecting the canal and 
extirpating the sac from the end of the 
root. It may be necessary to amputate the 
end of the root, cutting off the part which 
is diseased and removing it through the 
gum. When extraction is decided on it 
should be done without delay. The idea 
that the operation must be postponed un- 
til abatement of the swelling is absurd.— 
A Dentist in New York Herald.

only to the Indian trade and found only 
in the stores of the traders. These things 
which were the prizes to be contended for' 
would be put on a stick, which itself rest- 
ed 0:1 two crotchet] poles upright in the 
ground, and over which an old man kept 
guard. The old man was also the umpire 
of the game. 


The womca were then divided into two 


equal parties, and the ball-or rather two 
for they play with two-fastened to the 
ends of a string eighteen or twenty inches 
long. Every squaw engaged in the same 
holds In each hand a small stick, on which 
she must try to catch the string to which 
is attached the two halls, and when she 
succeeds In doing this she throws them to 
and over the goal of the sine of which she 
is playing. It is a remarkably comical 
sight to see tho-women roll over in the 
dust and dirt in their frantic efforts to 
catch the string on their sticks, while the 
men lie flat on the ground and roar with 
laughter at them. 


Notwithstanding the women are kept so 


degraded there is as much affection among 
them for their husbands and children as I 
have ever \\-itnessed among the Caucasian 
race. I will relate one instance here which 
carne under my own observation, though I 
could present hundreds. 


During the campaign of 18R8-69 I was 


riding with a party of men and officers 
south of the Arkansas. We had been watch- 
ing some of the cavalry unearth three or 
four dead warriors who had been killed by 
some scouts in a terrible fight some weeks 
before, and as we rode into a small ravine 
in the sand hills we came to a rude lodge, 
inside of which, on a rudo platform or bier| 
fashioned of green poles, reposed a dead 
warrior in Cull war dress, his shield of buf- 
falo hide, pipe ornamented with ea"le 
feathers and his "medicine bag" lying On

Frogress of Astronomical Photography. 
Professor Holdt-n yives an interesting 


account of the photographic apparatus and 
the work done in astronomical photog- 
raphy at the Lick observatory. He states 
that the negatives taken there bear easily 
an enlargement of 570 diameters, and even 
rlouble that amount. From an examina- 
ion of the best pictures yet taken at the 
observatory Professor Holden finds that 
>arallel walls on the moon's surface, whose 
tops are no more than 200 yards or so in 
width, and which are not more than 1,000 
Dr 1,200 yards apart, are plainly visible. 
There is no doubt that enlarged photo- 
graphs are capable of affording more in- 
formation regarding the moon's surface 
than can be gained by years of diligent ob- 
servation, and when the larger lenses now 
found necessary are brought into use, mar- 
velous strides in this direction may be 
looked for.—New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

apparent truce had been patched up and 
all the leading nobles of the country were 
invited to attend the wedding festivities. 
Aug. 18, 1573, was the day flxed for the 
marriage, and six days later, while the fes- 
tivities were etill in progress, a general 
massacre of the Huguenots began on the 
feast of St. Bartholomew. 


There is historic evidence to show that 


the massacre was carefully planned by 
Catherine do Medici, the king's mother, 
and that by playing on the fears of the 
weak minded king he was induced to Rive 
the order. He died twenty-one months 
after the fatal day, from some mj'sterious 
malady, which caused the blood to exude 
from the pores of his skin. The number 
of persons who perished iu the massacres, 
which spread all over France, is variously 
computed at from 1,000 to 10(1,000, the most 
reliable historians placing it at about 
1».000.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat

disorders is made by inclosing any sort of 
bird or other animal within a cose of 
moist clay and burning it until the body 
of the creature is reduced to charcoal. The 
charcoal tiius obtained is administered in- 
ternally.

Professor K. H. Thnreton, writing in 


The Fornm of tho future possibilities of 
railway travel, i§ of opinion that in time 
the force of steam may carry ns over the 
gromid at the rate of 200 miles an hour, 
or, if not that, certainly 100 miles. He 
is more persuaded of this when he re- 
views the history of the steam car from 
the time of George Stephenson, when 
the railway passenger was carried twen- 
ty miles an hour in discomfort and anx- 
iety, to the present, when he travels 
sixty miles an hour in comfort and se- 
curity. The professor believes it is in 
the power of modern engineers, simply 
by improving on the steam and road ap 
para 1 1 is at present known to them, to 
doublo and perhaps triple the sixty 
miles of speed now attained. To do this 
would require an engine of about 5,(KX 
horse power. 


The flying train of today has attainec 


a speod that far outstrips that of the 
fastest horses, and rivals that of the 
swiftest birds. 
Flying Guilders, the 


fastest horse ever known, could run at 
the rate of thirty-two miles an hour. 
Large and rapid flying migratory birds 
can travel fifty or sixty miles an hour 
Paster yet the improved railway train 
will travel. "Heat, light and electricity 
will conspire in that coming revolution 
which shall combine for us the speed of 
the bird, the comforts of home and the 
safety of the dwelling." Professor Thurs- 
ton says: 


What obstacles preTent us from advancing In 


the next generation to » speed of too, or even to 
onu of ao, miles an hour? Why may we not an 
ticirate at the name time a degree of «ofoty that 
81) .il iis much «urpa»s that of today as the Bafoty 
of la,- lust railways of our time exceeds that of 
the ol<i stage ooachf Such questions often eccm 
arjcurd tu the engineer, and are much more easily 
axlted ttian answered, but the general reply may 
bo Riren that the obstacle for a long time to come 
» likely to remain precisely what it is now 
namely, a disproportionately small return on the 
capital required to insure conjoined speed and 
safety. Roods may be improved, rails may be 
made heavier, more rigid, more absolutely recti 
inear; engines may be giren more power, and 
may be adapted more precisely In their construc- 
tion to bigher speeds; mill better materials, bet- 
ter desigo, more perfect workmanship and more 
skillful operation may give increased immunity 
from accident. 


There seems to be no serious difficulty on the 


engineering side in securing aud maintaining a 
speed of 100 milos an hour, or probably more- but 
the capitalist is here intimidated. Higher speeds 
cost money for initial and operative expenses in 
vastly hljlier ratio than either Increase of speed 
or the returns to be expected on capital so In- 
vested.

Another Air Ship. 


This time it is a Covington (Ky.) man 


who thinks he has the plan for a suc- 
cessful air ship, or, as he calls it, an 
aerial bicycle. His name is Bradford 
McGregor, and he has been at work fif- 
teen years on his machine. The princi- 
ple is that of a bicycle held aloft by a 
balloon of gas. 


The bag will be made of aluminum 


cloth, which is lighter than oiled silk. 
TTfoiv ilm moral of the fntllTO .Mcf»]TfiJ?Or 
depends largely for the success of his 
machine. The balloon will be twenty- 
two feet in diameter, inflated by hydro- 
gen gas. A belt of thin steel surrounds 
the balloon, to which belt will be fixed 
four aluminum wings or propellers, 
whki work the machine. Aluminum 
wire belting rises from the car to bev- 
eled aluminum wheels attached to the 
belt. The occupant sits in the car below 
and works two handles or levers, which 
turn the aluminum belting, which In 
turn moves the four wheels or wings. 


The aeronaut's feet are in stirrups 


which form the lower part of the hand 
levers. Pumping with feet and hands, 
he rises in the air and sails away—at 
least he expects to. 


The machine is driven against the 


wind on the principle of a child's whirli- 
gig, and the propellers or wings are con- 
structed accordingly. They are five feet 
in diameter, and consist of blades of 
McGregor says he expects to travel In 


his machine to the World's fair at Chi- 
cago. He will journey by easy stages, 
eighteen or twenty miles a day.

THE GRADE CROSSING DISASTER. 
The coi-oncr's inquest into the frightful 


grade crossing at Mill street on Saturday, 
the llilh inst., by which four persons were 
killed and Iwoseriously injured, was held on 
Ins! Thursday afternoon, too late for publica- 
tion in (hi- GAZRTTB of that date. 
The testi- 


mony cf twenty-two was taken. 
The en- 


gineer of the Congressional Limited, the 
train tntu causcu me acciucm testineu mar 
the train was 9 minutes behind time and 
Unit it came around the curve at a speed of 
45 miles an hour, that all the signals de- 
noted a clear track, and that it was impos- 
sible when h« first saw the wagon on the 
track to check the speed of (he train.

considered (he crossing a dangerous one. 
The fireman's testimony was to the same 
ctfect. 
Joiiu F. Moore, the gate-tender, who 


was on duty when the accident occurred 
said that he first saw the limited coming 
when it w.is on the "Race" bridge, a short 
distance above the crossing ; could not see it 
before, owing to ft freight train having just 
passed ; had lowered tuc gates for the freight, 
and when it passed, not receiving any signal 
on the elerIric bell in the watch box, raised 
them again ; two wagons and a cart started 
across in opposite directions, and just as I 
turned around 1 saw the train. 
I threw up 


my bands and hollered. 
Could not have 


shut the gates. 
Did not have time. Saw 


the wagon struck. 
Am sure the bell did 


not ring. 
It is not reliable; oftentimes 


trains come along without (lie electric bell 
signalling. The bell does not ring for freight 
trains—only for passenger. 
I do not keep 


any schedule of the trains. 
Wasn't sure 


but what ul had passed, ns No. '2"j was lute 
and might have mistook the passing of the 
latter for the limited. 1 don t walk out on 
the (racks to see if the road is clear after 
freights pass. Just bend my head, and look 
up and down. Have never been instructed 
to watch signal post. Depend on bell. When 
that is out of order, just watch up and down 
the road and get gates down quick as I can 
after seeing a train coming. The bell signal 
starts when a train is half a mile away. The 
bell had rung all right just prior to the ac- 
cident and immediately afterwards. I heard 
the whistle of 31 blown three times. Train 
was then on Race bridge. 
Don't think 


engineer would have blown unless lie had 
seen obstruction, as he never does blow for 
that crossing. 


William Staokhouso, John C. Stuckert, 


Walter F. Leedom, William II. Wilson, Josiah 
Goodwin, nnd several others, who witnessed 
the accident, all testify that the bell did not 
ring, and that the engine whistle was blown. 


Juhu Mi llvaine, the owner and the duver 


ol tlio team that was stiitck was visited by 
the jury at bis home, his iujiirh-s preventing 
him I'roiu leaving (lie house. He testified 
Ilia', he drore up just as the gates were raised 
and kept O'l across, heard Liu: sigt.al bell ring, 
heard some one yell, looked out, saw the 
train and jumped. Some other testimony 
was given but the important facts ar<i em- 
bodied above. 
The testimony was mostly 


given at the Closson House, and at 8 o'clock 
the jury convened at Dr. H Pitt-sell's office, 
wht-re aft<T bearing the statement of G.

OKAUE CROSSINGS. 


Kurroli or GAZKITI: :—In your notice iu 


lnyt week's issue of the sml accident at the 
Mill street railroad crossing, you very truly 
say, "the only remedy for the prevention of 
such accidents iu the future is to abolish the 
grade crossings." 
The question arises, how 


cau it be done at that particular crossing 1 
It is said the Railroad Company is willing to 
expend $1)0,000 in elevating their road, pro- 
viding the liorougli Council would pay half 
the expense. 
That is a proposition, that 


could not be entertained for one moment by 
Council. 
They could not borrow the money 


on bonds issued by the Borough or raise the 
money by taxation, without an alteration of 
the lioroiigh charter, which prohibits (hem 
fiom increasing the debt of the borough be- 
yond $10,000, and (hey have already readied 
Unit limit. 
Two ways have been buggesled. 


One is, that the company purchase the Os- 
mond and part of the McOireu properties 
mil pull down the buildings. That would 
very uiucli lessen the danger iu crossing the 
track; then the people could see up and 
down (he road when a train was approach 
ng. 
But such an arrangement would not 


secure safety to the traveling public. The 
railroad now comes iu and goes out of the 
borough on a sharp curve. 
Standing at 


Mill stiect crossing and looking up and down 
the toad you can't see a train 000 feet either 
way. 
What chance of escaping death would 


a man have iu attempting to cross the track 
in a heavy loaded wagon, in case tbe alarm 
bell failing to give the gate-keeper timely 
Motico of an approaching train running at 
the rale of 45 miles an hour, as was the 
case with the train that caused the late KT- 
riblc accident? It appears to me if there 
was Iho least hesitancy on the part of tlie 
horses in attempting lo cross, they would be 
run down before the engineer could slop bi.s 
train. 
Such an arrangement would cost a 


large sun: of money, but would not remedy 
the danger in crossing the track. 
The other 


remedy ie, that the railroad company aban- 
don tbe present track /or through trains, and 
make a cut-off, commencing below Otter 
bridge, connecting with llie present road, 
thence continuing through the Bath meadows 
crossing liath street at the head of the mill 
race, thence across the vacant lots to Beaver 
street, and on to a point on the main line, 
east of liiistol, near the Siackhouse farm, a

Tlio Zone System of Railway Fares. 


A writer in The Century has compiled 


from the Hungarian government report 
an abstract of the zone system of rail- 
way fares which it adopted in August, 
1889. The success of the system has 
been so remarkable that railway men 
from all parts of the world are hastening 
to Hungary to learn the workings of 
this new method. Under this plan long 
distance fares are only one-fifth of what 
they were before, while short distance 
are one-half less. Yet, strange to say, in 
spite of these sweeping reductions the 
revenues of tho railroads have been sub- 
stantially increased, so great is the rush 
of travel since the zone system went into 
operation. 


The zone system cuts down exnenses 
uy aoing awny with a multiplicity of 
railway offices and ticket agents, as well 
as with the printing of so many different 
tickets. 


Tho writer in The Century thus de 


scribes the system: 


From Hungary w o have a sutrgcstmn of refoiln 


In railway management which promises to revo- 
lutionize the passenger business. 


Tlie "zone tariff,11 as it is called, was put In 


operation ia Hungary on Aug. 1, ISB'J. It has

The method consists of a division of the 


territory of Hungary into fourteen concentric 
zones, Puclapest, the capital, being the center
